To shape rap: Cast off 3 sts. beginning next 2 
rows.

alternate row to 5 sts. on needle. Knit 1 row. 
Cast off. 

NECKBAND: Sew sleeve seams. Sew in 

sleeves. With right side of work facing and No. 
11 needles, pick up and knit 71 sts. evenly 
around neck, 

let row: Sl.l. Knit to end of row. 

2nd row; Sl.l. K2. (Wl.fwd. K2tog. for but- 
tonhole). Knit to end of row. 

Knit 4 rows. Ca.st off. Press lightly. Sew but- 
tons to correspond to buttonholes.

The garments in thi.s book are worked to the 
exact tension given.

Before beginning 
your garment take the wool and needles speci- 
fied. Cast on 20 stitches. Work 20 rows stock- 
ing stitch. Lay work flat on a table and place a 
ruler across the stitches. Count the number of 
stitches to measure at least two inches and 
compare with the tension given in the instruc- 
tions. All given tension in Beehive instructions 
is measured over stocking stitch. If your ten- 
sion is too loose try a size smaller needle. If 
your tension is too tight try a size larger needle. 
Be sure to icork to exact tension given if you want 
your garment to work to correct size.

Washing Instructions For Handknits 



Well knitted garments are worthy of careful treatment. They will give long service and keep 
their shape and softness if this simple routine is followed:— 



FOR WOOLLENS 



BEFORE WASHING 

Take garment measurements, noting chest 
measurement, body and sleeve lengths. 

WASHING 

Dis.solve completely a little soap, flakes or 
powder, cold water .soap or good detergent in a 
small quantity of hot water. 

Add cold water until the soap suds are ortly 
lukewarm (too hot for the elbow is altogether 
too hot for woollies). Detergents require much 
cooler water, 

Place the garment in the suds and squeeze 
gently. Do not rub or leave to soak. 

When the garment is clean, squeeze as much 
water out a.<i possible but do not wring or twist. 

Keep the garment supported by the hands when- 
ever it is removed from the water. 



RINSING 

Rinse at least twice in clean water, no warmer 
than the washing suds. Every trace of soap must 
be removed. 

Be sure to add a small amount of white vinegar 
to the final rinse water. This is most important, 
when more than one shade is in the garment, 
particularly when one is WHITE. 

DRYING 

Never let woollies lie wet. Remove all moisture 
at once by rolling in a thick towel. 

Lay garment on a flat surface away from exces- 
sive heat AND SUNLIGHT, 

Gently push it back to its original size and shape 
as indicated by measurements taken before 
washing. Wrinkles may occur but these will 
tend to disappear as garment dries. Do not 
hangup. Dry on a flat surface. 



FOR CAREFREE YARNS 



MACHINE WASHING AND DRYING 

Machine wash, using warm water and any 
detergent. A small amount of fabric softener 
may be added to final rinse water, if desired. 

Machine dry, using low setting only. 

Do not over heal. 

Garments actually tend to stretch when wet to 
allow tor better washing action but return to 
original size when completely dry. 

ABBREVIATIONS 

KNITTING: K=knit. P=purl. st.=8titch. 
sts. =stitches. ins. =inches. inc. “increase, 
dec. =decrea.se. tog. “together. sl. “slip, 
p.s.s.o. =pas3 slipped stitch over. t.b.l. “ 
through back of loop (stitch). Wl.fwd. =wool 
forward, w.r.n. — wool round needle, w.o.n. = 
wool over needle. 

How to do these knitting stitches will be found in 
the world-renowned reference guide for begin- 
ners and also for the more advanced knitter — 
Paions Woolcraft — printed and published in 
England. 

The star symbol (*)— This indicates that the 
directions immediately following are to be re- 
peated. When directions call for repeating a 
given number of times, it is understood that 
this is in addition to the original time. Thus, 
repeat 3 times means 4 times altogether. 

To knit The row or work is knitted 

without increasing or decreasing. 

Important: When the instructions read— Cast 
oil 2 sts. K2 (or similar sts.) the stitch on the 
right hand needle after casting oil, is count^ as 
I stitch. 

CROCHET: Ch. = chain. s.s.“slip stitch, 

s.c. - single crochet, d.c. —double crochet, tr. — 
treble, h.d.c.-half double crochet. w.o.h.= 
wool overbook. 

How to do these crochet stitches will be found in 
the free leaflet, How to Crochet with Wool. 



HAND WASHING AND DRYING 

Wash gently in warm water, using any deter- 
gent. Rinse well in cool water, A small amount 
of fabric softener may be added to final rinse 
water, if desired. 

Squeeze out excess water, roll in towel, twist 
and squeeze again. 

Lay garment on a flat surface. Gently push 
back to original size and allow to dry thorough- 
ly. Do not hang la dry.
